?Honor System for Convicts as Tried in Vermont—The
Sheriff Treats His Charges as Personal Friends.
Men Go Out Alone to Earn Money.

minor offences “may be required to per- |
form not more than 10 hours of manuai |
labor within or without the walls of |
jail.”  Afterwards a law
was passed that all persons convieted of
crimes for which the mprisonment is
one yvear or |ess should serve their time
in these jails.

In our jail at Montpelier the average
number of prisoners has been about 35. |
At first no one was willing fo employ
them., The first trinl mnde was to use
a small gang to cut bushes and do other
work on property owned by the sheriff. |
Those whose term of sentence was short-
est were emploved and the state was
given 50 cemis per day for their labor.
The trial had poor suocess. The men |
had no interest in their work and hard- |
ly earned the small aum allowed the
commonweaith,

Afterward a small number were em-
ploved on the water svstem of the city |
at 81 per day svhich was turmed over |
to the state for the jaw provides that
“the proceeds of such labor if anv, shall
be applied in payment of mmterials and
tools furnished . . . and any balance
left shall be tmrmed over to the state
treasury.” This was aknost a failure
becanse the men did as little as possible.

Give Them Part of Earnings.

Finally we hit unon the idea of uiving!
the men a part of their earmings and |
trying the honor system. For three|
vears the stale has taken $1 vper day |
for the service of these men and has |
ailowed them the balance of what thev
earnad. . The average wage paid has
been $1.76 which gives each man 75
cents for his own nse. The prisoners
go to their work unguarded being placed !
entirely on their honor. During the |
time over 700 different men have been
sent . out to work and only two have
attempted 1o escape. Ohe was captured
in another state after months of liberty
and both served sentences for prisom

breach. -
Demand Exceeds Supply.

For two vears we have often been un-
able to furnish the men needed hy
farmers. contractors and for common
Iabor. Often we have had 25 men work-
ing at perhaps 20 different places.
i officials sometimes allow groups
of conviets to swork without guards, buz
the fact that others are present acts to
deter any that might think of escaping.
Very many of our men work absomiely
by themselves. They have always worn
plain elothing with nothing to distin-
guish them from the ordinary laborer.

Ocoasionally men have become intoxi-
ecatad while out working. In everv ecas:
charges have been brought agasinst tham
and they have served time for the of-
fence.
